Tne Order in Council creating the Ministry of State for Social 
Development in June 1980 stated that the new Ministry of State was to 
“formulate and develop new and comprehensive policies in relation to the 
activities of the Government of Canada that affect the welfare of the 
individual and social development". 


Social development encompasses a great variety of concerns in such 
Droad areas as health, employment, social security and housing. As such it 
is central to the development of the individual, the family, the community 
and to the future of Canadian society as a whole. 


Responsibility for social policy is divided among all levels of 
government - federal, provincial, municipal - and shared with private and 
voluntary organizations. To carry out its responsibilities in this area, 
the federal government provided about $29 Billion in its 1981-82 expenditure 
plan. This represented over half of total planned expenditure, excluding 
the public debt. 


The Ministry serves as the secretariat for the Cabinet Committee 
on Social Development which is chaired by the Minister of State for Social 
Development. The Ministry advises the chairman on the development of broad 
strategies for the social sector, the policy and resource implications of 
new proposals submitted by Committee members, as well as on policy 
considerations related to existing programs. It also advises him on the 
public communications aspect of government policy in the social development 
field.

The Cabinet Committee on Social Development is responsible for 
managing two of these envelopes: Social Affairs, and Justice and Legal. 


Social affairs: consists of all social programs including major 
Statutory programs involving direct payments to individuals from the federal 
government (income maintenance) or payments to support essential social 
services through arrangements with the provinces (Established Programs 
Financing), as well as direct programs in areas such as housing, culture or 
employment. 


Justice and legal affairs: consists of these government programs 
aimed at maintaining and enhancing justice and protection of the individual. 
Ninety per cent of the expenditures are allocated to two major programs: 
RCMP and Correctional Services. 
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(as per December 31, 1982) 


N.B. The Deputy Prime Minister, President of the Treasury Board and Minister of 
Finance are ex officio members of the Cabinet Committee.

The table below indicates the resources allocated within three 
broad categories 


e The first category of expenditures covers payments to the 
elderly, the families, the unemployed, and the veterans. These 
programs account for the largest single block of federal social 
expenditures and form the back-bone of the Canadian social 
security system. In 1981-82 the government spent about 50% of 
its social budget to assist people in dealing with economic 
difficulties and the service-related disabilities. 


The second category, major transfers to other governments, 
represents about 1/3 of the social budget, and is spent on 
payments to the provinces. The major programs associated with 
these expenditures include health, post-secondary education and 
social assistance. 


e The other programs represent approximately 1/5 of the social 
budget and consist in services to the public, in areas such as 
housing, employment and culture. 


The chart representing Social Development Spending displays the 
expenditures by major program areas.
